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1. Conditions on the surface at least in the Northwest Frontier Province and 
Pakistan generally are very quiet. 


2. There is, however, a persistent rumor or wishful thinking among the common people 
in villages and bazaars that the US is soon coming to take over the reins of 
government in Pakistan. 


3+ This rumor is coupled with a continuing criticism of the present Pakistan gov- 
ernment, and the persistence of this criticism seems to indicate a widespread 
and deep-seated lack of confidence, lack of respect and bitter cynicism towards 
a few men who hold public office in both the central and provincial govern- 
ments. 


hy There is also a growing dissatisfaction on the part of many merchants because 
of restrictions on import Licenses. 
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2. The Neu Meu are all members of theiKikuyu tribe and the bistory of the trie is 
isportant to the current difficulties. During the period 1650 to 1890 the Kikuyus 
expanded their land area by several hundred thousand acres and their only opposition 
to further expansion wes the Mased tribe which constantly drove the Kikuyus ‘back 
to the leas fertile lend, Along about 1690 the rinderpast digease struck the 
Kikuyu tribe livestock and these blacks pulled back to their original area which 
consisted of about 12 thousand square miles, yet they continued to claim the land 
they had once settled. Thus, in the early part of the twentieth century, when the 
white man began to develop Kenya as an agricultural country there vere two divisions 
of land north of Nairobi, namely, the former Masdi tribe land and the lend from 
which the Kikuyu tribe had withdrawn, Hoth these land aveas have good annual reine 
fall, a cool climate, and quite good soil for the profitable growth of several crops. 


3. In face of the white man's development of the formerly held land, the Kikuyu tribe 
adopted a policy of land expansion to block the Suropeans, As one intelligent Kikuyu 
told me, the policy of his people was to marry often, have many children, and reselve 
as many “shambas", a ten acre plot given by the tribal. chief te every tribesman for 
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eech wife, as possible to counteract the encroachment of the white man. The 
acquisition of land is the only form of security available to the Kikuyus and 
the tribal policy is to claim as mech lend es they can for their own protection. 


4. A second factor, and to me a more important cause of the current disorder, is the 
attitede anf policy of the UK colonial adainistration and UK settlers tovard the 
Kikuyus, Throughout the Kikuyu tribal sree the white settlers have established 
elabcrate homes, country clubs, and otherwise flaunted their wealth in the eyes 
of these iguorant almost ensleved natives. The natives work for a few shillings 
per éay and are wable to buy even the simplest type of clothing or provide other 
than the crudest form of housing for their family. The UK authorities have two 
A@iatinet legs) codes which provide severe yunisiment for any black offenders while 
a waite man is alecet exempt from crisins) prosecution. This Victorian atyle of 
living and corresponding attitude toward the natives hes done nothing but foster 
431 feeling between the races. A siaiiar attitate prevails among the UK colonial 
aduinistraters who are cospletely ignorant of their tasks and are hamstrung by the 


5. From the point of view of one who is primarily a conservationist I recommend several 
Lines of action to correct the present attuation. Firat of all, the blacks are 
incapable of any degree of self determination, and should be grented no freedom at 

time because they are genuinely ignorant. The nest intelligent of the unedu- 

eated Kenya natives are five generations below the mentality of the average South 

Carolina or Georgia negro. These natives need the guidance and supervgision of new 

settlers, ané I say new immigrants because the Victorien type pianters are 
# ineapebdle and urwilling to adopt 4 benefieial attitude toward the bliecks. Aléng with 
f thie suggestion, I recommend that the new imigrants be poor or siddle class settiers, 
f who can come into the colony and purchase several thousané acres of tillable lend.

with these developments, the UX colonial aduiniatration must do away with the red tape 
involved in ite system, and allow the eolonial officials to use initiative end imagins- 
tion in approaching the problems of a fast growing colony.

physical resources, and the white man in Kenya today is not living up to thia advantage. 


6. In diecuseing the Kikuyu tribe revolt vith colonial officers I found they were quite 
Close mouthed ebout the possibilities of Communist anf luence in the problem, yet an 
a few occasions I recetved some specific coments, particularly after we hed consumed 
a bottle of seoteh. A UK Army major told me that top secret orders were issued by 
the colonial efministration for the arrest ef 120 tep Kikuyu tribesmen and approval 
for the action requested from London, After a few days delay the authority for the 
arrests was received from London, but when the raids vere carried out only 50 of the 
identified leeters were located.
